It is a beautiful and de- 
sirable spot for a park, and that company 
will no doubt soon make the purchase, 
especially since it will be such an advan- 
tage to the road. A bridge at the foot 
of Market street then could reap a hand- 
some revenue from passengers crossing 
over to the park from New Albany,

If, on the 
other hand, exchange on New Orleans 
happened to be at a discount, the sum to 
be invested would purchase an amount 
larger than itself by just the amount of the 
discount. What that amount should be 
may be determined from the second table 
almost ata glance. These two tables alone 
ought to make the book a coveted prize by 
every bank clerk. 

Next Mr. Krrecer has prepared a table 
showing the maximum amount that may 
he legally deducted by discounters, 
under the conventional interest 
law of Kentucky, under which no higher 
rate than ten per cent. simple interest may 
be legaily charged. Of course this rate 
will be exceeded if the seller of the note 
or bill receives no more than the face 
thereof less interest at the rate of ten per 
cent. Under the law it is not legal for the 
lender to charge any higher rate than ten 
per cent. simple interest on the amount of 
money actually loaned. But if the bor- 
rower be charged at that rate upon the face 
of his note it is plain that he is made to 
pay a higher rate than ten per cent. To 
discounters it therefore becomes a matter 
of some importance to know what amount 
of discount. is the exact, equivalent of ten 
per cent. simple interest. In the table re- 
ferred to Mr. Krtecer has figured this out 
for all periods from one day up to three 
hundred and sixty-nine inclusive. This 
should give his book a special value in all 
States where ten per cent. is the legal rate 
of interest.

Her Arraignment Before the Aue 
Arundel County Court for the 

Poisoning of General W.

[Baltimore American Annapolis 4 Dec. 1. 

The case of Mrs. Ellen G. Wharton, for the 
„dy tartar emetic, of General W. 
chum, was-commenced this morn- 
ing in the Circuit Court for Anne Arundel 
county, sitting in Annapolis. A resume of the 
case will be interesting in order to give a clear 
understanding of the trial. 

Ellen G. Wharton, the wife of an officer in 
the United States army, came to the city of 
Baltimore about eight years ago, Independ- 
ent of her husband's qualifications, by her 
own loveliness of character and perfect culti- 
vation she won her way amid the more exclu- 
sive of fashion’s votaries in that most exelu- 
sive of cities. By the sweetness of her dispo- 
sition, her cultivation. and her evident devo- 
tion as a wife and mother, she reaped golden 

opinions from all with whom she came in con- 
tact. Not a breath of scandal ever rippled 
over the even tenor of her existence, and 
there were those who would have ventured 
reputation, honor, life itself, rather 
than one single word should blur 
the fair name which she had acquired. 
She lived as became the wife of an officer; she 
dressed simply but elegantly, and her friends 
say she devoted herself to t e relief of those 
who by their conduct had forfeited all claims 
to her consideration. Thus it was for years. 
Suddenly a rumor, startlin ag in its character, 
and w lost nothing*as it passed from 
mouth to mouth, was circulated upon the 
streets of Baltimore. 

A few days before the 24th of June the hor- 
rifying details of the Sherman massacre in 
Connecticut were given to the public through 
the columns of the daily papers. The gen- 
eral sentiment of the community was worked 
up to its highest tension. That a woman pos- 
sessed of the cuitivation and refinement which 
only society can give should deliberately 
poison three husbands consecutively and sev- 
eral families of children, set the mind of the 
public upon considering. But afew hours 
intervened before parties hurriedly and in 
whispers told each other that a tragedy some- 
what similar in its character had been enacted 
on North Eutaw street. For days the report- 
ers, by the vigilance of public officers, were 
utterly at sea. But little information could 
be obtained, and that little was of the flimsi- 
est description. The police at last condeseend- 
ed to crawl out of the impenetrable shell with 
which they had surrounded themselves, and 
gave to the public all they professed to know 
about the case, rs. Wharton, they said, 
had poisoned General W. Scott Ketchum and 
Mr. Eugene Van Ness. They based their in- 
formation upon the following testimony: A 
reti officer of the United States army, 
General Ketchum, left Washington city on 
the Laith of June, with the avowed purpose of 

going to timore to collect two thousand 
six hundred dollars, which he had loaned to 
Mrs. Wharton, the widow of a brother officer, 
tor whom he uad the most friendly regard. 
He did goto Baltimore and was taken ill at 
Mrs. Wharton’s house a very few hours after 
he reached there. He was attended by Dr. P. 
C. Williams, a well-known physician of Balti- 
more, who immediately discovered the symp 
toms of metallic poison. Ketchum lingere 
or, as the indictment says, “languishing did 
— until the 30th of June, when he died. 

Dr. Williams, being fuily persuaded, not only 
from his own connection with the case, but 
from circumstances which served to eonfirm 
his suspicions, that there was foul play in this 
matter, advised the removal of the corpse to 
a place where its condition could be ascer- 
tained, The body was analyzed and W grains 
of tariar emetic,a violent metallic poison, 
were found in the contents of the stomach. 

Mrs. Whartona few days afterwards re- 
paired to Washington and applied to the ad- 
ministrators of General Ketchum for ¥#4,000, 
which she alleged she had deposited with the 
General. She was courteously out very de- 
cidedly repuiscd, and the question was asked 
why she had not paid the $2,600 which 
Ketchum had loaned her? She replied that 
she had paid it upon the I7th day of January, 
1871, and tore the note up, but upon refer- 
ence to the General's books it was found that 
she had paid interest upon the note upon the 
25th of the same month, thereby negativing 
her assertions in reference to the matter. 
There were numerous Other circumstances of 
a condemnatiory character, but your corres- 
pondent deems it unnecessary to allude to 
them, as they will all be developed during 
the trial of the case, of which you shall be 
fully advised. 


REMARKABLE FEATURES OF THE CASE,

he most remarkable feature of the case is 
yet to come. On the very same day that 
General Ketchum entered the house of Mrs. 
Wharton, Mr. Eugene Van Ness, her conii- 
dential business adviser, called to see her. He 
was taken ill suddenly, and the same symp- 
toms which marked the case of Ketchum were 
immediately manifested. For six days he 
languished between life and death, and at 
the expiration of thal time, by the opportune 
acuteness of his wife, who discovered sedi- 
ment in the glass which held his nourishment, 
he was saved from the 
overtook the less fortunate General. The 
apothecary was found from which Mr. Whar- 
ton purchased A quantity of tartar emetic, 
and merely the outlines of the case are givyeu 
to refresh the memories of the readers of The 
American. Mrs. Wharton, accompanied by 
her daughter and Mrs, Crawford Nelson, 
reached this city yesterday morning at 10 
o'clock in the Samuel J. Pentz. 

THE COURT-HOUSe. 

The court-house where the trial began is 
an old brick pile, about which the oldest in- 
habitant could give your correspondent but 
very little information. When it was built, 
how it was built, or by whom, is a matter of 
conjecture, but certainly the original pro- 
jectors never anticipated the immense con- 
course of people which poured into it to-day, 
At half-past 9 o’cloc in the morn- 
ing the meager accommodations for 
spectators which the very courteous Clerk 
had arranged were filled up. By the way, 
Major Sprigg Harwood, the Clerk, did every- 
thing in his power to insure the comfort and 
access of all who were drawn to the State 
capital by the notoriety which the trial had 
obtained. For the nonce Annapolis turned 
out its beauty and fashion, and certainly no 
city in America, proportiouately speaking, 
can make a better showing. The wives and 
daughters of her most conspicuous citizens 
toek scats upon the floor, and amongst the
